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The pills may be covered with ſilver 
or gold; or ſprinkled with various 
powders; that the difagreeable ſmell 


may be avoided. 
The fame extract may otherwiſe be 


adminiſtered in boluſſes, mixtures, or 


any other convenient form; leſt the pa- 
tients may be diſguſted with the conti- 
nual uſe of the pills; and nauſtate them. 

In the early time of my practiſing 
this method, I always began with the 
leaſt doſe : and only adminiſtered, at 
firſt, one pill morning and evening.

After this, we uſed nothing but the 
pills and the hemlock fomentation: that 
we might try what thele alone could do.

This patient was, therefore, intirely 


cured by the pills and hemlock fomen- 
tation alone ; and never perceived the 
leaſt harm reſult from the uſe of them. 

She had daily well concocted ſtools, 
except on thoſe days when the opium 
was uſed. 

At the cloſe, I gave this patient a 
purge ; which moved her very efficaci- 
ouſly four times.

Woman, twenty-eight years of age, 
ſix weeks after her laſt delivery, 
Per-

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perceived a pain in her right breaſt; and 
her child refuſed to ſuck it. 

At firſt ſhe applied nothing but a 
linnen cloth, impregnated with aro- 
matics. 

When, however, ſhe perceived a 
hardneſs to come on, and the pain to 
grow worſe, ſhe put a plaſter on the 
breaſt: but it turned red by that treat- 
ment; and the pains became ſo acute, 
that the poor woman could take no 
reſt, either by night or day. 

At length (in the eighth month) ſhe 
was ſeized with a fever, attended with 
great thirſt, and a difficulty in breath- 
ing. On which account, the mother 
and the child were both brought into 
my hoſpital. 

then determined to ſeparate the 
child from the mother: but it would 
neither eat nor drink; and loſt its 
ſtrength by cont:nual. crying; though, 
when it was brought again to the 
breaſt, it became quiet; and after- 
wards ſlept ſoundly.

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It was neceſſary, on that account, to 
let the child ſuck the mother. 

As her fever was great, and her 
pulſe high and hard, I ordered the 
mother to loſe ſome blood. I applied 
an emollient cataplaſm to the diſeaſed 
breaſt : and I gave a reſolving nitrous 
decoction, as well for her common 
drink, as by way of medicine. 

Within two days, the pain in the 
breaſt became much gentler ; and the 
fever went off intirely. 

I continued the remedies for three 
days longer; and then almoſt all the 
pains were removed : but the indura- 
tion remained the ſame. As the fever 
did not however return any more, I 
changed the medicines. 

Externally I now put on a cataplaſm 
of Venice ſope, diſſolved in milk; and 
I gave, as an internal medicine, the fol- 
lowing mixture: 

Take of Venice ſope, half an ounce; 
and diſſolve it in one pound of elder- 


flower water. Then add of ſal poly- 
3 chr eſt, 
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chreſt, one dram; and of ſyrup of 


ſuccory with rhubarb, two ounces 
and a half. Mix them : and let the pa- 
tient take one ounce every two hours, 

I afterwards adminiſtered this mix- 
ture for ten days, without intermiſ- 
fion : but did not, nevertheleſs, find 
any change in the. breaſt ; and the 
patient gradually took a diſguſt to 
the medicine. Moreover, the glands 
of the child's neck, though it was 
otherwiſe in health, began to ſwell, 
and grow hard. 

For this reaſon, I gave to the mo- 
ther, three pills, to be taken thrice every 
day: and J ordered, that ſhe ſhould 
drink an infuſion of elder flowers 
plentifully after them. 

Within three days, I felt the breaſt 
ſofter on the ſurface ; and the patient 
ſaid, that ſhe breathed more freely; 
and made more urine than was uſual, 

The infant, rejecting the mother's 
breaſt, did not ſuffer any way. 

After eight days, I found the ſchir- 
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rus in the breaſt divided into many 
ſmall parts. The child fell into a 
gentle looſeneſs; and the mother ceaſed 
to make ſo great a quantity of urine. 

The twenty - fourth day, the whole 
breaſt was paſty: and the patient had 
a good ſtomach; and went to ſtool as 
ſhe was naturally accuſtomed, before 
her illneſs. The child ſtill continued 
to have a gentle looſeneſs; but was 
not weakened by it: and the glands of 
its neck gradually returned to their 
natural ſtate. | 

The twenty-fourth day, the breaſt 


was almoſt well: and the child was not 


any longer afflicted with the looſe- 


neſs. | 


The thirtieth day, I gave the mo- 


ther one dram of pickt rhubarb; by 
which ſhe was well purged : and, after 


ſome days, ſhe went with the child 


from the hoſpital ; both perfectly well, 
I did not, in this caſe, increaſe the 
doſe of the pills: nine every day 
proved to be ſufficient.

CASE VI. 


Man, ſixty- four years of age, had 

a moſt ſtinking cancer; which 
eat away every thing from the corner 
of his mouth quite to his ear. All 
the remedies he tried, availed nothing 
againſt this diſeaſe. The Peruvian 
bark itſelf had no effect on it. 

I gave, therefore, every morning and 
evening, ſix pills, with the infuſion 
of elder flowers: and, externally, I 
applied a diachy lon plaſter. 

The firſt day, the patient found no 
relief from it. 

The ſecond day, the pains abated: 
the patient ſlept at night: and the 
ulcer was leſs fœtid. 4 

The third day, an acrid ſerum 
flowed copiouſly from the ulcer ; and 
the lips, which were before very much 
ſwelled, grew leſs. 

The fourth day, the quantity of 
ichor diſcharged was leſs : and the 
ſtinking ſmell of the ulcer but ſlight. 
D 4 The 
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The fifth day, a thin pus appeared, 
inſtead of the ichor; and the ulcer 
ſeemed to be pretty clean. 

The fixth, ſeventh, eighth, and 

ninth days, things were obſerved'to be 
the ſame. The pains were light ; and 
the patient's appetite good. 
The tenth day, the pains in- 
creaſed again; and the lips of the 
ulcer were in a ftate of tenſion, 
ſwelled, and very red. 

The twelfth day, the ſerum again 
ran plentifully from the ulcer : by 
which the pains were mitigated ; and 
the ſwelling of the lips diminiſhed, 

\ The. thirteenth day, the ulcer was 
again foul ; diffufed a ſtinking ſmell ; 
and excited great pain. 

The fourteenth day, I augmented 
the doſe of the pills ; and gave eight, 
every morning and evening. 


Ihe fifteenth day, the ulcer diſ- 


charged ſerum copiouſly ; and the 


pains decreaſed much. 


The fixteenth day, good pus was 


pro- 
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Yroduced : and the patient was free 
rom any pain. 

The ſeventeenth day, the ulcer 
ſeemed clean; the pus perfectly good 
and the pain was gone off. 

The eighteenth day, things were 
found in the ſame ſtate. 

The nineteenth day, great pains 
returned again; and the lips of the 
ulcer ſwelled. On which account, 
the patient, having loſt all patience, 
went into the country; and put him- 
ſelf under the care of a perſon, who 
kept a bagnio. The ſucceſs of his 
plaſters and decoctions was ſuch, that 
the cancer ſpread itſelf over nearly 
the whole face of the poor man; 
and in about three weeks time occa- 
ſioned his death. | 

The pills, during their uſe, checked 
the progreſs of the cancer: for it 
neither gained ground in extent nor 
depth : but, on diſcontinuing them, 
the patient ſoon grew much worſe.

| Ar of a noble family thruſt 
her breaſt too violently in hunt- 
gainſt the pummel of the ſaddle. 
era did not ſuffer great pain from 
it : but after a week or two, ſhe per- 
ceived, in the ſame breaſt, a ſmall lump, 
of about the bigneſs of a pea. This 
lump, without giving any pain, in- 
. 1 gradually ſo much, that it ex- 
ceeded greatly the ſize of a wall- nut. 
In this ſtate, the lady ſent to me: 
and I then, on examining the caſe, 
gave her three pills, every morning 
and evening. 
On the eighth day, ſhe came again 
to me: 4 on inſpecting the breaſt, 
I found no change. 
The ſixteenth day, the lump a 
-peared ſoft on the ſurface. This 
never felt any pain in her breaſt : but 


while ſhe took theſe pills, ſhe had 
every day two or three looſe ſtools 
more than uſual. Her ſtrength was 


not 
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not however impaired by it; nor her 
ſtomach weakened. 

At the end of a month, the lump 
appeared leſs in ſize, ſofter, and much 
more moveable. 

The ſecond month being over, the 
lump was leſs by almoſt one half; and 
foft; for which reaſon, I adviſed her to 
continue the pills regularly : but, from 
that time, I never ſaw her again. 

She was always well, during the 


time ſhe took the pills; had the menſes 
regularly; and did not, during the 
time they were upon her, omit tak- 
ing the medicine: as ſhe never per- 
ceived any harm to reſult from it. 


CASE VIII. 


Woman, forty-fave years of age, 

came to me March 23, 1759, 
having her left breaſt very large; hard 
as a ſtone; immoveable; firſt purple, 
and afterwards livid ; and moſt acute- 
ly painful. She could not, moreover, 
move the arm of the ſame fide, on 
account 
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account of the pain of the breaſt, 
and the ſwelling of the axillary 
glands: and her reſpiration, on walk- 
ing, was ſhort, difficult, and ſubject 
to coughing. ng 35 

There were indeed all the figns of 
a latent cancer, 

She aſcribed the cauſe and origin of 
this diforder to her huſband : who, 
ſix years before, had preſt too forcibly 
on this breaſt, in bed. From whence 
this lump, which had increaſed to ſo 
great a bulk, and turned into a cancer, 
aroſe ſoon after. | 
- Before I adminiſtered any medicine 
to this woman, I took her to the Baron 
Van Swieten : who, things being duly 
| weighed, acknowledged the caſe to be 
difficult, and worthy to become the 
ſubject of an experiment: and adviſed, 
that I ſhould give her, morning and 
evening, three pills; and ſend her 
to him once every fortnight, that, 
by this means, he might be certain of 
the reſult. 72 
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The thirtieth of March, the wo- 


man came again to me, and ſaid, that 
her pains were leſs; but that, in other 
reſpects, the breaſt remained in its 
former ſtate. | 

I ordered then, that ſhe ſhould 
uncover it: and I faw immedi- 
ately, the colour of the whole was 
changed in ſuch manner indeed, that 
the part, which before was purple, was 
now of a bright red; and the part, 
which was livid and blackiſh, now 
purple. I allo perceived, that, to- 
wards the arm-pit, the breaſt was 
ſofter : and I, therefore, adviſed, ſhe 
ſhould continue the pills regularly. 

On the ſixth of April, I took her to 
the Baron Yar Swieten : and he was 
greatly pleaſed with the good effects 
of the remedy. For he ſaw, evi- 
dently, the colour, which before was 
cancerous, - was now changed in ſome 
places into the natural; in others into 
a a bright red; and was no where, at 


preſent, livid. The woman declared. 
allo, 
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alſo, that the pains were leſs ; but that 
her reſpiration was attended with the 
ſame difficulty, and coughing, as before. 

The Baron, on feeling the breaſt, found 
it every where ſofter near its inſertion, 
and leſs. On which account, he gave 
the woman money, to encourage her to 
perſiſt more willingly in the courſe. 

The thirteenth of April, the breaſt 
was again ſofter, and a little leſs : but, 
above the nipple, there was a ſpace, 
three inches long and two broad, 
which ſeemed no way changed ; and 
was very red, and immoveable. 

I ordered then, that the patient 
ſhould, from this time, take five pills, 
morning and evening. 

The twentieth of April, at which time 
the patient went to the Baron Van Swie- 
ten, (he complained, that the pains, re- 
turning by fits, were acutely pungent, 
rolling, and burning. Her cough was 
ſomewhat more frequent; and ſhe ſaid, 
that ſhe perceived, in coughing, a great- 
er pain in her breaſt ; and that her 
p lungs 
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lungs adhered, as it were, to it in ſuch 
manner, as to draw it then inwards. 

Wich reſpect to other matters, a 
part of the breaſt, towards the ſhoul- 
der, of fix inches breadth, was in- 
tirely in its natural ſtate, as to ſoft- 
neſs, colour, and magnitude. 'From 
whence the Baron Van Swieten aid, 
that the hardneſs of the breaſt had 
melted like ice. 

The ſwelling above the nipple re- 
mained, nevertheleſs, yet unchan 

In order to looſen the dry cough, I 
preſcribed, beſides the pills, a decoc- 
tion of the roots and flowers of marſh- 
mallows ; with the ſyrup of the ſame. 
The twenty-ſeventh of April, the 
patient complained of the ſame cough 
and pains ; but ſhe obſerved, that ſhe 
could contract the thorax much cloſer, 
than a fortnight before; and conclud- 
ed thence, that the breaſt was lels. 

We perlevered, therefore, in the doſe 
of the pills, and the uſe of the de- 


coction. 


The 
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The fourth of May, we again went 
to the Baron Van Suieten. The breaſt 
was leſs, and ſofter, except the indu- 


rated part, which cohered firmly with 


the ribs above the nipple. 
The twenty- eighth of May, the pa- 


tient was better; the cough was leſs 


troubleſome, the pains moderate, and 


the breaſt ſofter. The indurated part 
above the nipple continued in the ſame 


ſtate; but the cough began to diſ- 


charge a viſcid phlegm. 

On the firſt of June, the Baron 
Van Swieten had great ſatisfaction, in 
ſeeing the breaſt was grown leſs by 
two thirds. 

But the patient complained of pains, 
and a troubleſome cough in the night. 
On which account the Baron adviſed, 
that a doſe of the maſs for pills, pre- 


pared of hounds tongue, might be 


given her at night. 


The twenty-fifth of June, the pa- 


-tient returned, rejoicing, that ſhe had 
ſlept well, and ſeldom coughed ; that 


| almoſt 
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almoſt all her pains were gone; and 
that her reſpiration was free. What 
ſhe ſpit was purulent. 

The indurated part above the breaſt 

alſo to grow ſofter. 

The twenty · ninth of June, the pa- 
tient found her reſpiration become ſtill 
freer, and ſhe diſcharged with eaſe the 
purulent ſpittle: but the induration 
above the nipple was nearly in the 
ſame ſtate. For which reaſon, I ap- 
plied externally the fomentation of the 
leaves of hemlock. 

The thirteenth of July, ſhe came 
again; complaining, that the indurated 
part above the breaſt began to be ulce- 

rated, by the uſe of the fomentation. 

In examining the breaſt, I perceived, 
that the epidermis had ſeparated for a 
{mall ſpace; that the ſkin was broken ; 
and that an acrid ichor ran from that 
But on inquiring more particularly 
into the cauſe, the patient confeſſed, 
that, feeling a diſagreeable itching and 

8 ting- 
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tingling in the breaſt, ſhe had ſcratched 
the indurated part of it with her nails, 
and rubbed it hard with her ſhift; 
and, from that time, had felt a vio- 
lent burning ; and been ſubject to the 
diſcharge of the ichor. 

I ordered the fomentation to be con- 
tinued : and gave her the pills morn- 
ing and evening. 

The twentieth of July, a pretty deep 
ulcer was formed : of which the lips 
were livid ; and the ichor extremely 


ſtinking. The patient had alſo greater 


pains ; and ſpit pus. 
The twenty-ſeventh of July, the 
ulcer was ſtill deeper ; but the pains 
were abated. The ichor, which was 
diſcharged, ſtunk ; and no pus was 
produced: but a broad hard ſœtid core, 
like leather, grew out of the ulcer : 
from whence it ſeemed, that the hard 
part above the nipple, which till this 
time reſiſted every thing, diminiſhed 
now by exfoliation. 
The purulent ſpittle was diſcharged 
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in a large quantity: but the coughexcit- 
ed tenſion, and great pain in the ulcer. 

The lips of the ulcer recovered again 
gradually their natural colour. 

I received the patient in this condi- 
tion into my hoſpital. 

Mr. Haffner, the ſurgeon, dreſſed 
her twice every day; and filled the 
ulcer with lint moiſtned in the infuſion 
of hemlock : ſeveral cores like leather 
were daily thrown oft : and the ſwell- 
ing much diminiſhed. The patient 
had no pain; ſhe ſlept without opium; 
but coughed frequently in the night ; 
and ſpit purulent matter, 

The fifth of Auguſt, pus began to 
appear in the ulcer : almoſt all the 
bad ſmell went off : and the hard part 
diminiſhed by ſuppuration. The lips 
of the ulcer were clean, and of a good 
colour. The ſtrength of the patient 
was not defective : the ſpit freely, and 
breathed much more caſily. 

The ſixteenth of Auguſt, I took her 
again with me to the Baron Van * 
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he was ſurpriſed, that the ſchirrus, 
before ſo obſtinate, diminiſhed now by 
a kindly ſuppuration; and afforded 
the greateſt hopes, that the remaining 
ſmall hard part, being conſumed, 
the ulcer would cloſe of itſelf. 
| Every thing ſucceeded extremely 
well: and accordingly the ulcer gave 
many ſigns that it would ſoon be 
healed. 

The twenty-fourth of Auguſt, the 
patient complained again of a frequent 
cough ; and great pains occaſioned by 
it in the breaſt, which ſhe ſaid was, 
as it were, bound with a cord, that 
in coughing drew it to the'hollow of 
her cheſt, with the moſt acute pain. 
From thence her nights were again 
diſturbed ; and it was, therefore, re- 
quiſite to have recourſe to opium. 

On the ule of the opium, the patient 
was well ; had a good ftomach ; in- 
creaſed in her ſtrength ; was leſs 
troubled with the cough ; and ſpit 
the purulent matter eaſily. 


The 
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The ſecond of September, about 

eight in the morning, I ſaw her in a 
good way, got out of bed, and walk- 
ing about ; and ſhe neither complained 
of any pain or cough. 

On the ſame morning a quantity 
of wine was privately brought to her 
by ſome friends: and, when they were 

one, ſhe drank freely of it, with her 
ch yet empty. From whence ſhe 
was ſeized. with a giddineſs, and vo- 
miting; fell down ; and, within a few 
minutes after, died apoplectic. 
We found many varicoſe veins in 
the dura and pia mater: and the ce- 


rebellum was compreſt with a large 


quantity of grumous blood, 

The whole middle lobe of the lungs 
on the left fide was ſchirrous and 
heavy: but the upper lobe partly ſchir- 
rous, and partly ſuppurated. 

Theſe two lobes were ſtrongly con- 
joined with the fore part of the 
pleura; and would not admit of 
being ſeparated without tearing. 
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The ulcer was clean, the muſcles 
of the breaſt intirely ſound, and the 
lips of the ulcer were perſedtly well co- 

loured ; and had begun again to unite 
with the contiguous parts, and almoſt 


to join with each other. From all 


which, no body could doubt of the 
intire cure of this ulcer. 


CASE H. 


A Fs woman, aged —_— 
three, had had for two years the 
lands ſwelled, and ſchirrous, round 

her whole ak: from whence it was 

grown almoſt as thick as her head. 

Many of theſe glands were exeded 
by cancerous ulcers, 

The patient had not found the leaſt 
relief from the innumerable remedies, 
adminiſtered by different phyſicians 
and ſurgeons, which ſhe had tried : 
and at laſt came into our hoſpital. 

Mr. Haffner, who is a very eminent 
furgeon, applied, and uſed every thin 
externally, which his art could dictate. 

I ad- 
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' I adminiſtered beſides, copious de- 
coctions; and pills from the ferulaceous 
gums, the reſin of guaiacum, Venice 
ſope, terra foliata tartari, the maſs of 
pills from the cathartic extract; &c. 

For ſix weeks, theſe remedies were 
regularly continued ; but yet I did 
not perceive any amendment in the 
diſorder, 

The ulcers continually wept a fœtid 
and malignant ichor ; and the ichorous 
matter corroded the cellular mem- 
brane ; and produced ſinuſſes, and 
fiſtulas. | 

Theſe things being duly weighed, 
I gave her the malt ſpirit with mer- 
cury ſublimate, * 

But this, though ſhe drank a large 
quantity of decoction with it, occa- 
ſioned pains in her breaſt : and ſhe 
began to cough, and complained of 
a heat in the ſternum. 

I continued, nevertheleſs, the uſe of 
the malt ſpirit for a month: as the diſ- 
agrecable ſymptoms, brought on by 
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the uſe of it, were afterward rendered 
much more gentle: but a ſlight ſali- 
vation attended then this abatement of 
them. 

On this account, I left off the uſe 
of that remedy; and, applying exter- 
nally the hemlock fomentation, gave 
thrice a day four of the pills; and 
with them an infuſion of ground-ivy, 
male ſpeedwell, agrimony, &c. 

The fixth day, the pains were 
abated : the lividneſs of the ulcerated 
glands was turned into a bright red, 
the ichor diſappeared ; and a diluted 
pus ſucceeded it. 

The tcath day, the ſwelling of the 
neck and glands was much leſs ; the 
ulcer pretty clean; and the matter 
good. The patient, moreover, ſlept 


well; had a good ſtomach ; and was 


tree from pain. 


On the twenty-firſt day, a cicatrix 


was ſpread over ſome of the ulcers ; 
the ſwelling of the neck was much 
leſs ; moſt of the glands had regained 

| their 
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their natural ſtate; and the ſinuſſes 


were leſs deep. 

I ordered then, that the patient 
ſhould take fix pills, thrice every day. 

The thirty-ſecond day, every thing 
ſeemed to be better : moſt of the 
ſinuſſes were cloſed ; except that two 
large callous fiſtulas remained on the 
left ſide. Theſe, however, being cut, 
according to the practice of ſurgeons, 
were cured by the ſame fomentation, 
and the pills, within a fortnight : by 
which time nearly all the glands were 
reſtored to their natural ſtate ; and 
the ſchirrous hardneſs could not any 
longer be felt ; as nothing but a few 
paſty lumps were to be found. 

I gave the patient then a purge, 
compoſed of half a dram of rhubarb, 
cight grains of ſcammony, and fifteen 
grains of ſal polychreſt: which worked 
{1x times without weakning her. 

After this, ſhe took for a month, 
ſix pills, thrice in a day: but nothing 
was now applied externally. 


At 
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At the expiration of this month, 
ſne got perfectly well. This patient 
had the — during the "> 
time, at the regular periods : and the 
pills did not produce any diſorder. 

I kept her, after ſhe was cured, for 
three weeks longer in the hoſj Oital ; 
that I might know, whether the 
ſwellings of the glands would return: 
or whether any of the ſinuſſes, if pre- 
maturely cloſed, would again break 
open. 

But ſhe * perfectly well; 
and I, therefore, diſmiſſed her from 
the hoſpital ; after defiring her to 
come back to me, if any m_ leaſt 
ſwelling ſhould appear. 

It is, hawever, now ſeven months 
ſince ; and I have ſcen nothing of her,

| fog the caſe of a virgin, eighteen 
years of age, the ſubmaxillary 
glands were become wholly ſchirrous ; 
and ſome of them were almoſt equal 


in bulk to a hen's egg. - I gave 
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I gave her, in thoſe circumſtances, 
fix pills morning and evening : which 
ſhe took for a whole month without 
almoſt any effect. 

The ſixth week, the tumaurs firſt 
began to ſoften, and grow leſs. 

| Afterwards, a paſty ſoftneſs was ob- 
fervable throughout the whole com- 
paſs. 4 

The ſeventh week, I began to give 
her fix pills, thrice every twenty-four 
hours ; and I joined to them, ev 
eight days, a purge of rhubarb. 

By this method, the patient was 
perfectly cured in the ſpace of three 
months. |

Woman, fixty ſeven years old, 

had a moſt fœtid running cancer 
in her left breaſt: which was of ſo 
great an extent, that the ſuperior ex- 
tremity reached almoſt to the lower 
Jaw; and the inferior went down 
quite to her belly. 

The Baron Van Swieten, Dr. Diet- 


man 


mam the Dean, Dr. Glaſſer profeſſor 
of anatomy, Dr. Jaus profeſſor of 
ſurgery, others, who were exa- 
miners in the ſurgery- chamber of the 
univerſity, firſt ſaw this woman, and 
ſent her to me, on the twentieth day 
of June, 1759. 
The whole breaſt was of a browniſh 
black colour, and full of lumps. The 
ichor ſtunk moſt abominably, even at 
a great diſtance; and the patient could 
neither cat nor {leep for the pain. 
I ordered, that ſhe ſhould take 
four pills, morning and evening; and 
I applied externally, during the day, 
the fomentation of the leaves of hem- 
lock; and, at night, a diachylon 
plaſter. | | 
The twenty eighth of June, ſhe 
came again, and told me, with great 
joy; that ſhe did not at preſent feel 
{o much pain ; that ſhe ſlept ſoundly 
at night; and did not perceive the 
bad ſmell ſo great as before. | 


On examining her breaſt, I ob- 


ſerved 
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ſerved a thin pus, inſtead of the ichor. 

The fixth of July, the colour of 
the breaſt was reddiſh, the pus diſ- 
charged by it good ; its bulk leſs; 
and the fœtor weak. The patient 
faid, alſo, that, in the mean time, 
a great many cores, which ſeparated 
from the breaſt, had fallen off : and 
that every other, or every third day, 
a large quantity of ſerum was diſ- 
charged Gow the breaſt ; which was 
viſibly reduced in ſize. 

The twenty-ſecond of July, all 
things were ſtill more amended : and 
the patient complained of no incon- 
venience. 

After this, I took her again to the 
chamber of the univerſity, while the 
phyſicians were examining there. 
The Baron Van Swieten, the Dean, 
and all the profeſſors of phyſic, who 
had before ſeen this poor woman, 
were greatly ſurpriſed at the extraor- 
dinary effect; and ſudden change. 


For the breaſt was quite of its right 
colour ; 
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colour; the ſtink ſcarcely any; the 
pus good; and the bulk of the cancer 
leſs by one half. 

The Baron Van Suieten then gave 
the patient money; and adviſed her, 
in the moſt perſuaſive terms, to per- 
ſeyere regularly in the courſe. 

The third of Auguſt, the breaſt 
ſeemed to be grown ſtill leſs. But 
the patient was diſturbed, at night, 
with pains, that came on towards the 
evening. This rendered a paregoric 
neceflary : which removed all com- 
plaints. 

The fomentation, and the pills, 
were continued conſtantly in the ſame 
doſe. 

The twenty-fifth of Auguſt, the. 
cancerous breaſt was not much bigger 
than a man's faſt: the pus was good : 
the ſmell gone off: and the ſtrength 
of the patient, conſidering her age, 
as it ought to be. | 

The twenty-{ixth of Auguſt, we 


again went to the Baron Van Swieten : 
he 
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he ſaw that every thing was extremely 
well; and was much ſatisfied with it. 
There was, indeed, the greateſt ground 
of hope, that in a few weeks, if things 
continued to go on ſo, the cancer 
would be wholly diſcuſſed. 

The ſecond of September, the pa- 
tient was well in all reſpects: and the 
cancer was not now ſo big as a man's 


fiſt. 
The ſixth of September, ſhe ſent 
to me, to inform me, that ſitting early 
the ſame morning in the ſtreet to ſell 
fruit, ſhe felt, in conſequence of a 
ſtrong blaſt of wind, a very great 
cold, in every part of her body : that 
ſoon aſter, ſhe was ſeized with ex- 
cruciating pains in her belly : which 
were followed by a violent and painful 
purging, which had much weakened 
er. 
I ordered then, that ſhe ſhould leave 
oft the pills; and I preſcribed other 

medicines ſuitable to ſuch a diſorder. 
lhe next morning, ſhe took care 
to 
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to let me know, that the looſeneſs 
and pains were the ſame; that ſhe 
voided blood with her ſtools; that 
Her thirſt was great ; and that ſhe 
had frequent faintings. 

On this account, I and Mr. Laber 
the ſurgeon, went to her the ſame 
morning : and I adminiſtered, both 
internally and externally, with the 

teſt attention, whatever I believed 
could be of any ſervice : but all was 
in vain. 

The third day, her ſace appeared 
like that of a corpſe: and the fourth 
ſhe died. 

Mr. Laber cut off her breaſt aſter 
ſhe was dead; and carricd it to the 
chamber of the univerſity, during the 
medicinal examination. 

The Baron Yan Swieten, and all 
the profeſſors of medicine, ſaw the 
quick, and extraordinary good effect 
of the remedy, in this deſperate caſe : 
and were, conſequently, mortified, 


that the ſucceſsful] progreſs of the ex- 


periment 
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periment had been Guides by the 
accidental death of the patient. 


CASE XII. 
ON the fourth day of April 1759, 


. profeſſor Haen ſent a woman to 
me: whoſe neck was full of innu- 
merable ſchirruſſes; of which many 
were turned into malignant ulcers. 

Her whole left breaſt was alſo 
ſchirrous: and the part near the arm- 
pit was grown of a livid and purple 
colour: from whence, through a ſmall 
orifice, a great quantity of burning, 
and corroſive ichor, iſſued out. 

Beſides theſe, ſhe had alſo many 

ſchirruſſes, both in the arm- pits, and 
the groin. 
Alt firſt, J gave this woman four 
pills, thrice every day; with an in- 
fuſion of the male ſpeedwell, to be 
drunk after it. 

The ſame day fortnight, the patient 
eame again to me; and ſaid, that, 
by the uſe of the pills, the ulcerated 

| F ſchir- 
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ſchirruſſes diſcharged a much greater 

quantity of ichor : but that in iſſuing 

out, it did not excite ſo great a heat. 
The colour of the ſchirruſſes, before 


livid, were now natural, or of a bright 


red. Their magnitude was alſo leſs; 
and both her neck, and the glands, 
were more moveable. 

The patient alſo felt herſelf eafier 
in the arm-pits: for ſhe could move 
her arms more freely ; and bring them 
cloſe to her body without pain: which 
was before impoſſible. 


The. livid colour almoſt wholly diſ- 


appeared in the breaſt; which was 
ſofter, and leſs in bulk: and good 
pus ran from the ſmall orifice in it. 

I thought it proper, to continue till 
the ſame doſe of the pills: and J de- 
livered to her ſuch a quantity, as might 
be ſufficient for three weeks: that, as 
ſhe lived at a great diſtance, ſhe might 
not have occaſion to come fo often. 
When ſhe had taken theſe pills, 
ſhe came to me again. Many of the 

ſchir- 
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ſchirruſſes were now intirely gone 


away; ſeveral of the ulcers were 
ſpread over with a good cicatrix ; 


the lumps in the arm-pits, and the 


groin, were become very ſmall, and 
were all moveable, and free from pain; 
the breaſt was almoſt in its natural 


ſtate, both as to ſize and hardneſs; 


and very little pus could be preſſed out 


of the orifice. 

I gave her then, the quantity of 

= that would ſerve a whole month: 
it I did not order any increaſe of the 
doſe. 

At the end of the month, ſhe came 
back to me; and aſked me, whether ſhe 
ought to continue the pills any longer 
or not; ſince ſnhe did not perceive in 


the neck, arm-pits, groin, or breaſt, 


any pain, or other diſorder ; as the 
ulcers were all healed ; and the ſchir- 
ruſſes grown ſo little, that ſhe could 
bear them now without the leaſt trouble. 
When J examined the breaſt, I found 
it intirely in its natural ſtate : the ori- 
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fice was well cloſed ; and the lump, 
towards the arm-pit, felt ſcarcely diſ- 
tinguiſhable, on account of its ſmallneſs. 
| The ulcers of the neck had firm ci- 

catrixes: and the ſchirruſſes were either 
gone away; or were grown ſo ſmall, 
that not a ſeventh part remained at 
preſent. | 

In the arm-pits, indeed, one or two 
ſmall lumps, of about the bigneſs of 
a pea, were found ; but every thing 
elſe was ſoft, and in its natural ſtate. 

The patient ſaid, that all the ſwell- 
ings had diſappeared in her groin : 
and that, now, ſhe could walk as freely 
as ever. 
I gave her again the quantity of pills 
for a month: and I bid her return to 
me when ſhe had taken them. 

But, -indeed, I have hitherto ex- 
| pected her in vain.

A Girl, eighteen years of age, had

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tids, ſubmaxillary glands, and whole 


neck ſchirrous; and ſo much ſwelled; 
that her neck was grown much thicker 
than her head. 
The remedies preſcribed by the moſt 
ſkilful phyſicians, and ſurgeons, af- 
forded her not the leaſt reliet. 
On the contrary, ſeveral parts began 
to grow livid ; to be exceſſively pain- 
ful; and at laſt to turn into ſtinking 


ulcers. Nocturnal ſweats, depreſſion 


of the ſtrength, and waſting of the 
fleſh, alſo came on. 

Notwithſtanding the girl was much 
beloved by thoſe, in whoſe ſervice 
ſhe lived, yet it was neceſſary, on 
account of the ſhocking ulcerations, 


the great and malignant ſtink, and 


the danger of contagion, to remove 
her into our hoſpital. 

Mr. Haffner the ſurgeon, and I, 
found, among the ulcers and ſchir- 
ruſſes, innumerable ſinuſſes, and fiſ- 
tulas; and the patient was, moreover, 
very weak; and complained, that ſhe 
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could not get any ſleep on account of 
pains in the night. | 

It was requiſite, on this account, 
to uſe opium in the evening. 

Il then gave her twice every day three 
of the pills, with an infuſion of ground 
ivy, ſcabious, male ſpeedwell, and a large 
quantity of milk. Externally we ap- 
plied the hemlock fomentation, 
| The third day, the pains were much 

gentler, and the ichor ran plentifully. 

It was acrid, indeed, but not ſo ſtink- 
ing. The patient's neck alſo ſeemed 
ſomewhat leſs ſwelled. 

The eighth day, there appeared to 
be good pus; ſeveral of the glands 
were become moveable ; and the pa- 
tient began to ſleep without opium. 
The night ſweats were alſo leſs profuſe. 

On the fourteenth day, the pus was 
good in almoſt every part ; and the 

ſchirrous tumours leſs. | 
I increaſed, then, the doſe of the 
pills; and gave four, morning and 
ie" The hemlock fomentation 
was alſo diligently applied.

The ſeventy-fourth day, many of 
the ſchirruſſes were found divided into 
ſeveral ſmall portions. One gland, in 
the left part of the neck, turned again 
Into an ulcer; and ran purulent matter 
for three days, After which the whole 
bag collapſed ; and within a few days 
a cicatrix was formed. 

The ninetieth day, the neck had 
its natural colour and magnitude; not 
a tenth part of the ſwelling remaining 
now. The ſchirrus, above the cla- 
vicle, continued, nevertheleſs, in the 
ſame ſtate: and, as it was immoveable, 
and reſiſted all the powers of medi- 
cines, we thought it adviſeable to cut 
it out. But the patient would not 
conſent: and, as ſhe had now reco- 
vered her ſtrength, and could move 
her neck eaſily, ſhe went from the 
hoſpital home. 

For two months, ſhe omitted taking 
any medicines: during all which time, 
the 
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the ſchirruſſes neither became bigger, 
nor leſs. 

At length ſhe came to me again, to 
aſk whether ſhe might not take the pills, 
in the houſe where ſhe was a ſervant. 

I adviſed her to it; and I gave her 
ſome, to be taken, three every morning 
and evening, 

After three weeks, having uſed her 
quantity of pills, ſhe came back to me; 
and the ſchirruſſes were become lets 
and moveable. 

At the end of the fifth week, ſhe re- 
turned again to me; and ſhewed me,

| () N the twelfth day of September,

ſame time. 


I gave her at firſt three pills, thricc 
every twenty-four hours; and I ordered 
that ſhe ſhould come again to me at the 
end of eight days. 

She returned then greatly encou-

A Man, fifty-three years of age, by 
lying with an infected woman, 


CON- 
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contracted the venereal diſeaſe: which 
partly from ſhame, and partly from 
want of money, he neglected. 

At length the left teſticle grew ex- 
ceſſively painful; and became _ 
ſchirrous: and the penis increaſed fo 
much in bulk, as to far exceed that 
of a horle. | 

At laſt, fungous excreſcences aroſe 
in three places on the penis : and, in 
a ſhort time, turned into cancers, 
which ſtunk extremely. 

The ſcrotum itſelf was, likewiſe, 
exeded by a cancerous ulcer: and 
the left teſticle, being wholly laid bare, 
hung out of the ſcrotum in an ulce- 
rated cancerous ſtate. 

Hence the poor man could neither 
lie down, nor ſleep, on account of the 
pain: much leſs was he able to walk. 

On this account he entered into our 
hoſpital, under theſe moſt deplorable 
circumſtances. 

Mr. Haffner, the ſurgeon, and I, 
were intolerably annoyed with the 
no ſtink, 
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ſtink, while we examined the parts. 
The left teſticle, hanging out ot the 
ſcrotum, was wholly cancerous ; and 
more than twice as big as a man's fiſt, 

Neither the penis, ſcrotum, nor 
teſticle, could bear to be touched 
with the leaſt force; for it occaſioned 
a great quantity of blood to iſſue out. 

The patient frequently fainted from 
weakneſs: and the ſtink was fo great, 
that we could not let him ſtay with the 
other patients; but were obliged to put 
him in a ſeparate room. 

At firſt, I gave him, cvery day, one 
ounce and a half of the Peruvian Bark: 
that, by this means, I might correct 
the acrimony ; and procure a ſeparation 
of the corrupted part from the ſound. 

But the fourth day, he refuſed ab- 
ſolutely to take the bark any longer, 
in whatever form it was admini- 
ſtered : nor did we, indeed, Perceive 
any relief or change from. it: but, 
on the contrary, he declined in his 
Ren; and intirely loſt his appetite.

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In this deſperate caſe, I determined 


to try the pills, and hemlock fomen- 


tation. 
At firſt, I gave him fax pills thrice 
every day: and I made him uſe the 
fomentation diligently on the parts 
affected. 

The pains abated the very ſame 
evening: and the poor man began to 
ſleep naturally.

The twelfth day, every thing ap- 
peared to be ſtill mending. 


The eighteenth day, no remains of 
the cancer could be ſeen : the teſticle 


recovered its natural ſize, and colour: 


and what had been caten away by 
the cancerous ulcer appeared to be 
wing again. 

elbe ie of the ſcrotum, which 
were now of a perfectly good co- 
lour, began to unite : there ap 

ed on the penis, in the place of 
the cancerous excreſcences, flat ul- 
cers that were very clean: and the 
patient was better in all reſpects ; and 


had more ſtrength. I went on, there- 


fore, to the Firtieth day with the 
ſame doſe of theſe pills, and the

Baut the patient complained of be- 
ing continually troubled with a diſ- 
agreeable itching all over his body: 


on which account, leſt any thing ve- 


nereal, lurking in the blood, ſhould 


produce other deplorable ſcenes, I 
performed the reſt of the cure by an- 
tivenereal remedies, 

In this caſe the pills, and fomenta- 
tion, had been of greater avail than 
could ever have been hoped.
